PROBES PERJURY PLOT 


MADISON, Wis.t Jan. IO.— An op­ 
portunity to vote by mail is one of 
the unique amendments which it is 
proposed to make 
to the election 
laws at this session of the legisla­ 
ture. 
The measure will be urged pri­ 
marily by the traveling men of Wis­ 
consin many of whom lose their vote 
every year because of their absence 
from the state on business at elec­ 
tion time. 
At least one other state 
has a law of this character. 
The absent voting measure will be 
made to include a citizen of Wiscon­ 
sin who may be absent in any other 
part of the United States by having 
a special absent ballot ready for vot­ 
ers nine days previous to the election 
in the hands of the village or city 
clerks. 
The absent voter can either 
by personal or written 
application 
through the mail apply for such 
a 
ballot and vote that ballot in 
the 
presence of any officer eligible to 
take an affidavit. 
Such a ballot will 
be enclosed in a sealed envelope by 
the one casting it and inserted into 
an outside envelope upon one side of 
which is provided a place for an af­ 
fidavit of the person casting the bal­ 
lot. 
The other side will be for the 
address of the city or village clerk 
of his home precinct. 
According to the proposed meas­ 
ure all such ballots received by the

— The 
splitting of fees by physicians may 
be made a felony at this session of 
the legislature.

He declares that the divi­ 
sion of fees leads to needless sur­ 
gery and destroys "the sacred trust 
relationship between 
patient 
and 
physician." 
"The practice of splitting 
fees 
among physicians is most pernicious 
and is one which the ethics of the 
profession strongly condemns," said 
Rev. Frederick. “Many physicians in 
this state are strongly opposed to it 
and will welcome legislation declar­ 
ing it wrong. 
To subject patients to 
operations and to gamble thereon by 
way of a division of fees tends 
to 
bring about needless 
surgery, en­ 
danger life and destroy the sacred 
trust relationship between a patient 
and his physician.

MADISON, Wis., Jan. IO.— Legis­ 
lation affecting the city of Milwaukee 
will be unusually heavy at this ses­ 
sion of the legislature. 
The common 
council of Milwaukee 
has officially 
adopted the resolution asking for the 
passage of no less than a dozen dif­ 
ferent pieces of legislation. Many of 
these proposals have to do with a di­ 
vision of the fund now collected by 
the state in different kinds of taxes, 
so that the city of Milwaukee will 
receive a larger portion that it now' 
does. 
Some 
Milwaukee 
legislative 
proposals which have been reported 
thus far are: 
Election laws— A new code of laws 
relating to the general and spring 
election as affecting Milwaukee will 
be proposed by one member. 
Automobiles— That 75 per cent of 
the moneys derived from license fees 
under the automobile law be refund­ 
ed to the treasurers of the several ci­ 
ties, towns and villages. 
Inheritance tax— A bill is proposed 
amending the inheritance tax law so 
that 75 per cent of the revenue from 
that source be refunded by the state 
treasurer to the treasuries of the ci­ 
ties, villages and towns. 
Sane Fourth— Milwaukee common 
council asks the passage of a law’ so 
that the city may appropriate not to 
exceed $5,000 for the purpose of cele­ 
brating the fourth day of July each 
year. 
Peddlers’ and Hawkers’ licenses— 
Milwaukee eommou council asks for 
a law so that 75 per cent of the li­ 
cense fees collected 
from peddlers 
and hawkers be retained by the lo­ 
cality and only 25 per cent turned 
over to the state. 
Railroad taxes— A hill is proposed 
so that 50 per cent of the taxes col­ 
lected from the state by the railroads 
I be returned to the treasurers in the 
different localities.

source if this bill be passed. 
Cold storage— The city attorney of 
Milwaukee has been directed by the 
common council to draft a bill to be 
presented to the legislature regulat­ 
ing the business of cold storage.

New York law, under which the per­ 
son victimized by a loan shark may 
recover twice the amount of the ori­ 
ginal loan.

MADISON, Wis., Jan. IO.— Legis­ 
lation requiring examinations for of­ 
ficers of new banks 
in VV isconsin, 
such bb the state requires of men 
pursuing the 
liberal 
professions— 
physicians, 
lawyers, 
accountants, 
etc.— is recommended by State B ank­ 
ing Commissioner Albert E. Kuolt in 
his annual report. 
He asks that no 
new bank bo permitted to transact 
business with the public without hav­ 
ing in charge of its affairs a compe­ 
tent managing officer. 
The commissioner renews his rec­ 
ommendation for provision for check­ 
ing "undue and harm ful competition 
among banks through reasonably en­ 
larging the power of refusing char­ 
ters vested in the commissioner of 
banking’'; and his recommendation 
for an am endm ent 
to enable state 
banks to qualify as depositories of 
postal savings funds. 
Declaring that Milwaukee is now 
abundantly supplied with banking fa­ 
cilities, Commissioner Kuolt says: 
Would Fix Capital Limit 
“ A due regard for the interests of 
the public and fairness 
to existing 
i banks would seem to demand that 
the minimum am ount of capital for 
new banks in the state’s metropolis 
.should be fixed by law at not less 
than $100,000.” 
Another important 
recom menda­ 
tion made is the conduct of a cred­ 
it bureau as an adjunct to the state 
banking department. A similar move­ 
ment is afoot in other states. 
"The credit bureaus of 
several 
states." he says, "could be formed in­ 
to an interstate credit bureau, whose 
ramifications eventually would cover 
the entire country, and whose serv­ 
ices would be of incalculable value 
to banks and to the people of the 
several states. 
The proposed credit 
bureau of this 
departm ent 
would 
thus be the nucleus of an extensive 
public service.”
